Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

We  meet  this  day,  in  accordance  with  an  almost 
universal  custom,  to  inaugurate  the  city  government 
of  1888.  There  are  several  topics  upon  which  it  is 
expected  that  something  will  be  said,  and  suggestions 
which  are  always  in  order  on  such  an  occasion.  There- 
fore, a few  of  the  most  important  subjects  which  will 
come  before  you  during  the  year  will  be  briefly  dis- 
cussed. 


CONGRATULATIONS. 

First,  let  me  congratulate  you  upon  the  prosperity 
of  the  city  during  the  past  year,  and  that  the  transi- 
tionary period  from  commerce  to  manufactures,  dur- 
ing which  the  town  stagnated,  seems  to  have  passed, 
and  many  flourishing  industries  have  succeeded  ship- 
building, the  fisheries  and  foreign  trade.  The  beauty 
of  Newburyport,  which  will  be  increased  by  the  liber- 
ality of  our  citizens  and  natives  and  former  residents 
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of  the  town,  if  it  can  be  encouraged  instead  of  being- 
met  with  coldness  and  refusal;  its  healthfulness, 
which  can  be  assured  by  its  situation,  a plentiful  sup- 
ply of  pure  water,  and  a system  of  drainage  such  as 
is  proposed,  and  its  many  facilities  for  trade  and  in- 
dustry, will  continue  and  add  to  its  prosperity. 


TAXATION. 

One  of  the  first  wants  to  attract  business  and  in- 
duce manufacturers  to  make  their  homes  here  is  a low 
rate  of  taxation,  and  I would  commend  to  you  a strict 
economy,  to  provide  all  that  the  city  needs,  and  to 
expend  money  with  the  most  careful  prudence.  We 
have  now  the  lowest  valuation  and  the  lowest  rate  of 
taxation  of  any  city  in  Essex  county,  and  with  the 
expenditures  the  same  as  last  year,  and  a like  increase 
of  valuation,  the  tax  rate  can  be  reduced  to  $15  on 
$1000,  and  at  this  point  we  should  stop  and  reduce 
the  city  debt  by  all  the  surplus  we  can  raise;  and  we 
ought  to  remember  that  a considerable  portion  of  the 
debt  is  .nominal  and  not  an  incumbrance.  It  is  in 
legacies  and  donations  for  the  streets,  for  schools  and 
for  the  poor.  The  principal  is  never  to  be  paid,  and 
the  income  going  to  such  purposes  would  have  to  be 
otherwise  raised  if  not  thus  provided.  It  does  not 
seem  to  me  that  the  people  complain  so  much  of  heavy 
taxes  as  of  unequal  taxation,  and  the  assessors  should 
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be  supported  and  encouraged  to  equalize  the  taxes. 
They  should  understand  that  they  are  not  to  copy  the 
books  of  past  years,  but  are  .to  judge  of  the  valua- 
tion of  property  as  it  stands  today,  and  should  give 
the  people  the  benefit  of  the  judgment  of  a majority 
of  the  whole  board,  and  not  of  a single  individual. 
The  assessors  of  1887  found  about  a half  million  of 
dollars’  worth  more  property  than  in  1886,  and  com- 
menced a gradual  equalization  of  value.  In  this  I 
would  commend  and  maintain  them,  and  it  is  in  a di- 
rection which  could  be  further  carried  out  with  ad- 
vantage. 

FINANCIAL.

The  gross  debt  of  the  city  December  17,  1887,  was 
$378,926.28,  a decrease  of  $10,317.18  from  December 
18,  1886.  Deducting  $74,000  invested  in  the  city 
railroad,  and  the  net  debt  is  $299,926.28. 
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FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

There  has  never  been  a time  in  the  history  of  New- 
buryport  when  the  means  for  extinguishing  fires  were 
equal  to  those  of  today.  We  have  an  abundant  sup- 
ply of  water,  with  hydrants  located  about  five  hun- 
dred feet  apart  throughout  the  thickly  settled  por- 
tions of  the  city;  steamers,  hose  carriages,  hook  and 
ladder  trucks,  and  all  the  modern  appliances,  which, 
in  the  hands  of  a body  of  active  and  efficient  young 
men,  with  experienced  leaders,  render  us  compara- 
tively safe  from  serious  conflagrations. 

During  the  past  year  a new  engine  house  has  been 
erected  for  steamer  No.  2,  and  a new  truck  has  been 
purchased  for  Hook  and  Ladder  Compan}^  No.  l,and 
there  appears  to  be  no  demand  for  any  extraordinary 
expenditure  in  this  department  during  the  present 
year. 


SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT. 

One  of  the  most  important  departments  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  affairs  of  the  city  and  in  its  ex- 
penditure is  that  of  the  public  schools.  There  ap- 
pears at  present  to  be  a good  corps  of  teachers,  and 
the  schools  are  in  a good  condition  of  usefulness. 
There  are  in  the  city  about  2500  children  between  the 
ages  of  five  and  fifteen,  of  whom  two-thirds  attend 
the  public  schools,  and  the  other  third  are  members 
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of  the  Parochial  or  private  schools.  The  past  year  the 
school  committee  deemed  it  necessary,  in  view  of  the 
greatly  increased  labor  imposed  upon  the  agent  by 
the  law  requiring  the  furnishing  of  books  and  sup- 
plies to  pupils  at  the  public  expense,  to  appoint  a sec- 
retary and  agent,  who  also  acts  in  some  respects  as 
superintendent  of  schools,  and  who  employs  his  whole 
time  in  their  service.  That  this  has  been  economy, 
as  well  as  for  the  interest  of  the  schools,  is  evident 
from  the  fact  that  the  total  expenditure  for  the  past 
year  has  been  upwards  of  $1100  less  than  for  any  one 
of  the  last  ten  years,  although  previously  to  1884  the 
books  and  supplies  were  not  furnished  at  the  public 
expense.  The  school  committee  think  that  in  several 
of  the  school-rooms  more  suitable  desks  should  be 
provided,  and  that  some  of  them  might  be  made  more 
cheerful  at  a small  expense.  The  expense  of  the 
school  department  for  the  financial  year  has  been 
$21,568.50,  and  the  appropriation  and  other  income 
$21,047.96,  there  having  been  overdrawn  $520.54.  It 
is  estimated  that  the  necessary  expenditures  for  the 
ensuing  year  will  be  slightly  increased. 

MALL  IMPROVEMENT. 

During  the  past  summer  some  of  our  public  spirited 
young  men  formed  an  association  for  the  im]irove- 
ment  of  the  Mall.  It  is  well  known  that  this  once 
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beautiful  place,  which  had  been  the  pride  of  our 
citizens,  and  of  all  the  sons  and  daughters  and  former 
residents,  has  become  a disgrace  and  a by-word,  and 
the  object  of  the  association  was  to  raise  $5000  by 
subscription,  a sum  sufficient  to  improve  and  beautify 
the  Mall,  with  no  suspicion  that  there  would  be  any 
objection  on  the  part  of  the  city  council,  so  long  as 
the  money  was  not  taken  from  the  city  treasury.  A 
committee  of  the  association  framed  an  ordinance 
which  was  presented  to  the  city  council  for  accept- 
ance, but  objections  were  made  and  it  was  defeated, 
and  another  ordinance  was  adopted  which  was  calcu- 
lated to  cut  off  subscriptions  and  defeat  the  plan  of 
the  association,  and  there  the  matter  remains.  It  was 
objected  to  the  ordinance  presented  to  the  association 
that  it  gave  to  it  some  control  of  the  expenditure  of 
the  money.  But  it  seems  not  unreasonable  that  those 
who  raised  the  money  should  have  some  voice  in  its 
expenditure  at  the  start,  which  was  all  they  asked, 
subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  city  council.  The 
only  pledge  in  respect  to  its  maintenance  in  the  future 
was  limited  to  a small  sum,  and  that  was  contingent 
on  its  being  recommended  by  the  commissioners  who 
should  be  appointed  by  the  city.  Several  gentlemen 
who  are  willing  to  contribute  considerable  sums,  will 
withhold  their  contributions  unless  there  is  something 
in  the  nature  of  a pledge  on  the  part  of  the  city  of 
keeping  the  Mall  in  good  order.  I would  recommend 
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that  this  offer  of  free  and  friendly  contributions  for 
improving  and  beautifying  the  city  be  met  by  the  city 
council  in  the  same  friendly  and  public  spirit  in  which 
it  is  made. 

POOR  DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  showing  a 
gradual  but  constant  decrease  of  expense,  is  very 
gratifying.  A few  years  ago  the  cost  of  the  poor  de- 
partment exceeded  that  of  the  schools,  but  is  now  only 
three-quarters  as  much.  For  the  honest  and  virtuous 
poor,  who  are  such  from  sickness,  old  age,  or  un- 
avoidable misfortune,  we  are  not  in  danger  of  doing 
too  much,  and  they  should  be  well  cared  for.  Such 
are  largely  assisted  by  our  many  churches  and  chari- 
table societies;  and,  where  they  are  not,  let  the  city 
provide.  For  the  vicious,  the  tramps,  and  the  worth- 
less, it  would  be  well  that  they  be  made  to  work  upon 
the  highways  or  in  some  labor  for  the  public  benefit. 
The  following  figures  will  show  the  reduction  of  ex- 
penses in  this  department:  For  1885,  $16,992.73;  for 
1886,  $15,491.43;  for  1887,  $14,953.79.  This  is 
largely  due  to  greater  ease  in  finding  employment, 
and  to  Ihe  reduction  in  out-door  relief,  a mode  of  as- 
sisting the  poor  which  has  been  discouraged  by  the 
State  Board  of  Charities,  and  the  subject  is  now  agi- 
tating the  cities  and  large  towns  of  the  common- 
wealth. We  may  also  expect  a large  reduction  in  the 
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cost  of  the  insane  when  the  new  almshouse  is  finished. 
Last  year  the  cost  was  $284.40  less  than  the  yeai*  be- 
fore. The  report  of  the  city  treasurer  will  show  the 
cost  of  the  new  almshouse.  It  may  be  that  we  have 
anticipated  when  we  should  have  waited.  It  was  un- 
doubtedly the  intention  of  Mr.  Horton  to  have  his 
legacy  accumulate  to  cover  the  entire  cost. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  question  of  sewerage  demands  your  careful 
and  immediate  attention.  In  the  denser  parts  of  the 
city  some  sewerage  was  needed  even  before  the  intro- 
duction of  water,  and  had  been  constructed  on  no 
general  or  comprehensive  plan,  but  for  the  use  of  a 
few  large  establishments.  The  common  use  of  the 
water  of  the  IS’ewburyport  Water  Company  has  made 
the  construction  of  a system  of  sewerage  imperative 
in  a degree  which  it  was  not  before.  The  question 
arises  whether  this  shall  be  done  by  the  city  or  by  a 
company  contracting  therefor,  and  it  is  a very  impor- 
tant question  economically,  as  well  as  in  its  relation 
to  the  public  health,  and  I would  recommend  that  a 
committee,  to  consist  of  the  most  competent  members 
of  the  city  council,  and  in  whose  judgment  and  disin- 
terestedness there  would  be  a general  confidence,  be 
selected  to  consider  the  matter  in  all  its  bearings,  and 
report  whether  the  work  should  be  undertaken  by  the 
city  or,  should  be  entrusted  to  a company.  If  the 
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latter  should  be  decided  as  the  better  plan,  the  com- 
pany should  not  be  allowed  to  proceed  until  surveys 
have  been  made,  plans  perfected,  and  every  guarantee 
given  for  the  protection  of  the  rights  of  the  city  for 
its  health,  and  for  reasonable  rates  for  service  to  users; 
and  furthermore,  that  the  plan  and  the  guaranty  be 
laid  before  the  citizens  for  their  adoption  or  rejection 
by  a ballot.  The  whole  body  of  citizens  should  have 
the  opportunity  of  declaring  themselves  upon  the 
question  of  sewerage,  and  whether  they  approve  of 
of  any  proposed  plan. 

LIQUOR  LICPmSES. 

The  city  voted  in  the  election  for  the  granting  of 
licenses  for  the  sale  of  spirituous  and  intoxicating 
liquors,  but  by  the  vote  we  are  not  to  understand  that 
an  unrestricted  and  indiscriminate  system  of  licensing 
was  intended,  or  that  the  law  should  not  be  observed 
by  those  who  are  licensed  by  the  city.  The  granting 
of  licenses  is  wholly  in  the  hands  of  the  board  of  al- 
dermen, and  to  them  I would  suggest  that  the  num- 
ber needed  in  a city  of  the  population  of  ^Newbury- 
port  is  vei’y  much  less  than  at  present  issued,  and  I 
would  recommend  that  the  character  of  the  applicants 
and  the  business  in  which  they  are  engaged  be  con- 
sidered in  iri'antiiiii:  or  withholding  licenses,  and  that 
the  license  fee  might  be  made  higher  with  advantage 
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to  the  city  treasury,  and  to  that  of  good  order  and 
good  morals.  To  see  that  the  laws  are  observed,  and 
among  them  those  relating  to  the  licensed  sale  of 
liquors,  is  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  and  that  duty  I shall 
perform  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

LIGHTmG  STREETS. 

The  system  of  street  lighting  the  past  year,  since 
the  introduction  of  the  electric  light,  has  been  more 
satisfactory  than  ever  before.  I would  suggest,  how- 
ever, that  the  committee  take  into  consideration  the 
necessity  of  keeping  the  streets  lighted  until  a later 
hour  than  is  now  done.  While  it  is  true  that  the  ma- 
jority of  the  people  might  not  be  directly  accommo- 
dated by  keeping  the  streets  lighted  after  midnight, 
still  there  are  times  when  such  service  would  prove 
invaluable,  and  there  is  ever  a sense  of  security  in 
knowing  that  the  highways  are  not  enveloped  in  total 
darkness. 


PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  Public  Library,  which  was  endowed  by  the 
bounty  of  benevolent  citizens  and  friends  of  l^ew- 
buryport,  has  done  much  good,  and  is  so  doing  at 
present,  and  deserves  the  support  which  it  has  re- 
ceived from  the  city.  The  report  of  the  trustees  and 
of  the  librarian  gives  its  present  condition,  and  I would 
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recommend  that  it  receive  the  same  attention  from 
the  city  government  as  in  past  years. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The  condition  of  our  streets  is  not  entirely  satis- 
factory, nor  could  it  made  so  at  once  without  a great 
and  burdensome  expenditure.  The  policy  which  has 
been  followed  in  several  years  has  been  to  make  per- 
manent improvement  by  paving  a certain  section 
where  the  travel  was  great  and  the  annual  expense 
large,  and  by  thus  spreading  the  work  over  a series 
of  years  the  burden  has  not  been  excessive  upon  the 
tax  payers.  This  seems  to  me  to  be  good  policy,  and 
I would  recommend  that  while  all  the  streets  be  kept 
in  good  repair,  you  should  consider  the  expediency  of 
paving  from  Market  square  a certain  distance  down 
Water  street,  as  may  seem  to  you  best,  and  thus  con- 
tinue the  work  which  has  been  done  in  paving  the 
portion  of  Merrimac  street  in  that  part  of  the  city. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

Having  but  little  knowledge  of  what  the  police  have 
done  or  mi^ht  have  done,  we  will  take  it  for  granted 
that  they  are  up  to  the  average  of  their  class  in  ability 
and  willingness  to  perform  their  duties.  The  records 
show  that  but  few  ari*ests  have  been  made  except  for 
drunkenness;  and  we  hope  that  by  the  action  of  the 
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city  government  and  as  much  by  the  licensed  sellers  of 
spirituous  liquors,  this  offence  will  be  less  frequent  in 
the  year  to  come.  The  city  marshal  returns  the  fol- 
lowing statistics :

Society  owes  duties  to  the  vicious  and  criminal,  the 
performance  of  which  may  reform  some  and  diminish 
the  number  of  offenders  against  society.  The  execu- 
tion of  the  laws  is  imperative,  but  they  should  be  ex- 
ecuted in  a humane  manner;  and  I suggest  for  your 
consideration  in  this  connection  that  the  police  station 
demands  your  early  attention.  The  persons  confined 
in  its  cells  may  be  bad,  but  that  is  no  reason  why  they 
should  be  confined  in  a bad  place — dark,  damp,  un- 
ventilated and  unfit  for  human  habitation.  I^or  can  it 
be  useful  to  them  or  the  public  to  have  men  and  women 
in  the  same  room  where  they  can  converse  with  each 
other.  If  we  would  have  them  become  men  and  wo- 
men at  any  future  time,  such  as  will  respect  them- 
selves and  be  respected  by  others,  let  ns  begin  by 
treating  them  as  men  and  women,  vicious  though 
they  be. 
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CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen  of  the  city  council,  let  us 
execute  the  trust  imposed  upon  us  by  the  votes  of  our 
fellow  citizens,  faithfully,  and  to  the  best  of  our 
knowledge  and  ability.  We  should  not  consider  too 
carefully  how  our  action  will  affect  ourselves  person- 
ally, or  how  it  will  affect  us  politically,  but  what  are 
our  duties,  and  what  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
city,  remembering  that  it  is  better  to  be  right  than  to 
be  credited  with  being  right  when  we  are  wrong. 
Still  let  us  cultivate  the  spirit  of  unity  and  mutual 
forbearance,  that  our  administration  may  be  satisfac- 
tory to  ourselves,  and  beneficial  to  the  people  we  rep 
resent. 
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ADDBlSrDUM. 


The  sudden  and  lamented  death  of  Mayor  William  H.  Huse,  on 
the  28th  of  March,  occasioned  a vacancy  that  required  to  be  filled 
immediately  ; and  without  some  reference  to  that  this  annual  report 
would  be  incomplete,  as  it  would  not  name  the  mayor  succeeding 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  Turning  to  the  record,  we  find 
that  on  April  3d,  the  two  branches  of  the  city  government  met  in 
joint  convention  to  fill  that  vacancy,  Alderman  John  J.  Putnam 
presiding.  In  the  meantime  Alderman  Albert  Cushing  Titcomb 
had  resigned  at  the  solicitation  of  other  members,  that  he  might  be- 
come a candidate  ; and  on  the  first  ballot  he  receive  twenty-three 
votes  and  was  declared  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  city  council. 

Being  duly  notified,  Mr.  Titcomb  appeared,  was  conducted  to 
the  chair  and  delivered  the  following  address : 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council : 

This  is  an  occasion  of  sadness  and  sorrow  to  me,  for  while  I thank  you 
for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  my  heart  is  heavy  at  the  loss  of  him  who 
so  recently  walked  and  sat  among  us.  No  eulogy  of  our  late  mayor  is 
necessary  tonight.  The  press  and  the  pulpit  have  spoken.  But  I would 
fain  add  to  their  words  my  high  appreciation  of  his  worth  and  integrity. 
We  who  have  been  associated  with  him  for  the  past  few  months,  know  how 
devoted  he  was  to  the  best  interests  of  this  our  beloved  city,  and  how  de- 
sirous that  it  might  be  a better  and  a purer  abiding  place.  But  he  is  gone. 

“ Gone  to  that  better  world  of  bliss. 

While  here  he  made  the  best  of  this.” 

Gentlemen,  you  have  called  me  to  fill  his  place.  With  great  reluctance  I 
accept,  knowing  that  the  responsibility  is  a great  one.  But  if  we  work  to- 
gether— keeping  in  view  economy,  being  careful  of  expenditures,  and  faith- 
ful of  the  trust  imposed  on  us,  our  administration  will  no  doubt  prove  suc- 
cessful and  satisfactory  to  all.  With  firmness  in  the  right,  “as  God  gives 
us  to  see  the  right,”  let  us  continue  the  work  so  nobly  begun.  Mr.  presi- 
dent and  gentlemen,  I have  had  but  little  experience  in  municipal  affairs ; 
I ask  your  kind  support,  and  in  return,  promise  to  fulfill  the  duties  of  the 
office  of  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 
With  this  assurance  on  my  part  I am  ready  to  take  the  oath. 

The  oath  of  office  was  then  administered  bt’  City  Clerk  Stevens, 
when  Mayor  Titcomb  introduced  Rev.  Samuel  J.  Spalding,  D.  D., 
who  invoked  the  Divine  blessing  on  the  Mat^or  and  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affairs  in  his  hands,  after  w’hich  the  two  branches 
separated  and  the  official  business  was  resumed.

REPORT. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newburyport : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  to  whom  is  committed 
a general  oversight  and  care  of  the  poor  in  all  its  departments, 
would  respectfully  submit  their  ninth  annual  report. 

GENERAL  STATEMENT. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Poor  Department  for  the  year  ending  Nov. 
30,  1887,  has  been  $18,353.58,  which  is  $1,040.64  less  than  last 
year  of  1886,  and  $1,875.21  less  than  the  year  1885. 

The  income  received  during  the  past  year  from  various  sources 
was  $3,399.79,  thus  reducing  the  expense  to  $14,953.79,  $546.21 
undrawn  from  the  appropriation.

REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 


ALMSHOUSE. 

The  almshouse  continues  under  the  care  of  Mr.  E.  J.  Lunt  as 
superintendent,  and  Mrs.  E.  J.  Lunt  as  matron,  and  their  manage 
ment  has  given  good  satisfaction  to  the  Board  of  Overseers.  One 
or  more  have  visited  the  house  eveiy  week,  and  in  person  looked 
after  its  management,  thereb}’  becoming  personall}^  acquainted  with 
the  inmates,  who,  for  various  causes,  have  been  reduced  to  poverty, 
and  consequently  placed  under  their  care  and  protection. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  in  purchasing  food  and  clothing  used 
in  the  house.  No  extravagant  prices  have  been  paid,  and  all  arti- 
cles purchased  have  been  examined  before  bought. 

All  the  vegetables  raised  on  the  cit3’  farm  have  been  consumed  in 
the  house.  An  average  number  of  58  have  resided  in  the  house 
during  the  .year,  at  a weekh"  cost  of  $1.37. 


INSANE. 

The  increase  of  insanity  in  our  cit}’  is  remarkable,  and  not  eas3' 
to  account  for.  New  cases  are  arising  every  few  days  to  take  the 
places  of  those  deemed  sufficiently  recovered  to  be  returned  to  their 
friends  or  to  the  almshouse. 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  have  no  voice  in  the  commitment  of 
the  insane  to  the  as3'lums,  and  the3'  come  under  their  care  onh"  when 
the3’  are  notified  that  the  cit3’  is  expected  to  pay  for  their  board. 

It  has  long  been  a question  whether  the  city  was  obliged  to  pa3' 
for  the  clothing  worn  b3"  the*insane,  and  for  the  damages  done  by 
them,  in  addition  to  board.  This  Board,  in  conjunction  with  other 
cities,  have  taken  the  view  that  it  is  not  a legitimate  charge,  and 
have  so  notified  the  asylums,  and  no  further  bill  wdll  be  approved 
for  clothing  and  breakage  until  the  General  Court  has  more  fulW 
defined  the  exact  meaning  of  the  statute. 

At  the  close  of  last  3'ear  there  were  four  insane  confined  at  Ips- 
wich, but  as  this  asylum  was  closed  on  Oct.  1,  1887,  it  became  nec- 
essaiy  to  remove  them.  One  was  taken  to  the  almshouse,  and  three 
were  transferred  to  Danvers  asylum. 

Of  the  19  persons  in  Danvers  as3’lum  Jan.  1,  1887,  6 have  been 
discharged,  and  9 new  cases  have  been  added  ; and  there  remains  at 
Danvers,  Jan.  1,  1888,  22;  Westborough,  1 ; total,  23. 
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OUTSIDE  RELIEF. 

Outside  relief,  which  last  year  was  granted  to  245  families,  com- 
prising 620  persons,  at  a cost  of  $7,673.97,  this  present  year  of 
1887  has  been  granted  to  179  families,  viz  : 147  families  comprising 
426  persons,  having  a settlement  in  Newburyport ; 24  families  com- 
prising 68  persons,  having  a settlement  in  other  cities  and  towns  ; 
and  8 families  of  20  persons,  who  have  no  settlement  in  this  state  ; 
making  a total  of  514  persons  assisted  outside  the  almshouse,  at  a 
cost  of  $6,757.14,  $916.83  less  than  last  year. 

Fifty  new  histories  have  been  taken  during  the  year,  and  the 
Board  has  now  a full  and  complete  histor}^  of  more  than  575  fami- 
lies who  have  at  various  times  applied  for  aid.  These  history  papers 
are  properly  indexed  and  dated,  and  can  be  referred  to  at  any 
moment. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  27  persons  have  been  sent  out  of  the 
city  ; 106  have  resided  in  the  almshouse  during  a portion  of  the 
year ; 10  have  been  provided  with  food  and  lodging  over  one  night ; 
making  a grand  total  of  657  assisted  this  year,  against  786  last 
year. 

When  to  grant  relief,  and  how  much,  to  persons  residing  outside 
the  almshouse,  are  problems  hard  to  solve.  This  subject  is  now 
being  agitated  by  all  of  the  different  boards  of  overseers  through- 
out the  commonwealth.  Representatives  from  each  city  meet  once 
a month  to  consider  this,  and  other  subjects,  for  the  benefit  of  those 
they  represent.  Quite  a saving  has  been  made  in  this  city  the  past 
year,  in  out  door  aid  some  $916.83,  and  the  Board  would  ask  the 
co-operation  of  all  citizens  to  the  end  that  the  expense  in  this 
branch  of  the  Department  may  be  reduced  to  the  lowest  possible 
limit. 


CITY  PHYSICIAN’S  REPORT. 

The  care  of  the  sick  residing  in  the  almshouse  and  throughout  the 
ciW  at  large,  has  been  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  I.  B.  Bolton,  with  whom 
a contract  was  made  b}'  this  Board  to  suppl}’  all  medicines  needed 
by  the  poor,  in  the  almshouse,  and  outside,  for  one  year,  for  the 
sum  of  $325. 
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PRODUCTS  OF  CITY  FARM. 

The  products  of  the  city  farm  during  the  past  year  were  40  tons 
hay,  150  bushels  potatoes,  40  bushels  onions,  75  bushels  beets,  50 
bushels  carrots,  7 bushels  beans,  2000  lbs.  squashes,  800  cabbages, 
and  sufficient  green  corn,  string  beans,  tomatoes  and  green  peas  to 
supply  the  almshouse  during  the  season.  ^ 

All  the  labor  upon  the  faim  has  been  performed  by  the  inmates 
of  the  house  under  the  direction  of  Lyman  W.  Lord,  who  has 
proved  himself  to  be  an  able  and  efficient  officer.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newhu  yport : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  to  whom  is 
entrusted  the  distribution  of  the  incomes  accruing  from  these  funds, 
would  respectfully  report  that  the  income  from  the  Dexter  Fund  for 
the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1887,  amounting  to  S90,  has  been  divided 
among  the  three  Overseers,  giving  $30  to  each. 

The  income  from  the  Atwood  Fund,  $293.50,  has  been  divided  in 
a similar  manner,  giving  $97.50  to  each  Overseer,  and  has  been  dis- 
tributed according  to  the  will  of  the  doners  in  the  following  manner  : 

In  wards  one  and  two,  the  $30  of  the  Dexter  Fund,  nothing  re- 
maining over  from  last  year,  has  been  distributed  among  8 persons 
in  sums  from  $2  to  $5  each,  leaving  nothing  of  this  fund  on  hand 
at  the  close  of  this  year. 

In  wards  three  and  four,  the  S30  of  the  Dexter  Fund,  nothing  re- 
maining over  from  last  year,  was  distributed  among  7 persons  in 
sums  from  $3  to  $5  each,  leaving  nothing  on  hand  at  the  close  of 
the  year. 

In  wards  five  and  six,  the  $30  of  the  Dexter  Fund,  nothing  re- 
maining over  from  last  year,  was  distributed  among  12  persons  in 
sums  from  $2  to  $3  each,  leaving  nothing  on  hand  at  the  close  of 
the  year. 

In  wards  one  and  two,  the  $97.50  of  the  Atwood  Fund,  with  the 
balance  of  last  year,  $26.64,  makes  $124.14,  has  been  distributed 
among  33  persons  in  sums  from  95  cts.  to  $7  each,  leaving  a balance 
of  $28.89  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  three  and  four,  the  income  from  the  Atwood  Fund, 
$97.50,  with  $181  left  over  last  3'ear,  $278.50,  $116.63  of  which 
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has  been  distributed  among  25  persons  in  sums  from  $2  to  $7.25 
each,  leaving  a balance  of  $161.87  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the 
year. 

In  wards  five  and  six,  the  income  from  the  Atwood  Fund,  $97.50, 
with  $87.25  left  over  from  last  year,  makes  $184.75,  $127.50  of 
which  has  been  distributed  among  32  persons  in  sums  from  $1.50  to 
$5  each,  leaving  a balance  of  $57.25  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the 
year.

Newburyport,  December  30,  1887. 

To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newburyport: 

Gentlemen  : — It  is  with  a great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I herewith 
submit  to  3"Ou  my  fifth  annual  report  of  the  Fiie  Department,  with 
a few  suggestions,  which,  in  1113^  opinion  if  carried  out,  will  add 
greath’  to  the  welfare  of  this  department. 

MANUAL  FORCE. 

The  manual  force  of  this  department  consists  of  chief  engineer, 
six  assistant  engineers,  three  steamer  companies  of  fifteen  men 
each,  one  hook  and  ladder  company  of  fifteen  men,  one  hose  com- 
pan3"  of  ten  men,  two  hose  companys  of  fifteen  men  each,  a total  of 
one  hundred  and  seven  men.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of 
the  members  of  this  department.  They  have  the  past  year  respond- 
ed to  all  alarms  with  great  promptness,  and  have  discharged  eveiy 
dut3’  with  a faithfulness  which  should  demand  something  more  than 
a passing  notice.  The  salary  which  they  receive  is  verv  small, 
being  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  per  3’ear,  and  I should  recommend 
that  their  pa3'  be  increased,  and  I trust  that  3'ou  will  take  this  mat- 
ter under  consideration,  and  at  the  proper  time  show  your  apprecia- 
tion of  their  services  by  an  increase  of  salary. 

APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  three  steamers,  one 
hook  and  ladder  truck,  one  supply  wagon,  four  four-wheeled  hose 
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carriages,  two  two -wheeled  hose  carriages,  all  of  which  can  be 
called  into  service  in  time  of  fire.  We  have  one  old  hook  and  lad- 
der truck  and  two  hand  engines  which  are  not  in  use,  and  I should 
suggest  the  selling  of  these,  together  with  the  two  two-wlieeled  hose 
carriages  which  are  now  in  use  by  engine  companies  number  seven 
and  eight,  and  in  their  place  purchase  two  light  four-wheeled  car- 
riages, which  in  my  opinion  would  add  greath"  to  the  value  of  this 
branch  of  the  department,  and  we  should  then  have  none  but  first- 
class  apparatus,  and  none  but  what  could  be  called  into  service  in 
time  of  fire.  The  apparatus  which  is  in  use  is  in  good  condition, 
but  I should  recommend  the  painting  of  steamers  number  two  and 
three,  which  I think  is  greatly  needed.  The  past  year  there  was 
purchased  one  new  first-class  hook  and  ladder  truck  which  was 
greatly  needed,  and  adds  a great  deal  to  the  efficienc}"  of  the  de- 
partment, and  I trust  that  swinging  harnesses  will  be  purchased  for 
new  truck,  as  it  is  very  essential  in  time  of  fire  to  have  this  part  of 
the  apparatus  at  the  scene  of  fire  in  good  season,  and  I consider 
that  with  new  harnesses  the  time  saved  in  hitching  up  will  more 
than  compensate  the  cost  of  the  harnesses. 

HOUSES. 

The  past  year  a new  house  has  been  built  for  engine  company 
number  two,  and  the  location  changed  from  Water  to  Federal  street 
also  adds  a great  deal  towarks  the  welfare  of  the  department.  The 
houses  are  all  in  splendid  condition,  and  we  now  have  none  but 
good  houses  and  well  located. 

FIRE  ALARM. 

The  electric  fire  alarm  is  still  in  good  working  order,  and  I can 
only  reiterate  my  remarks  of  last  year  in  regard  to  the  present  fire 
alarm.  Indicators  have  been  placed  the  past  year  in  engine  houses 
No.  2 and  3,  and  give  perfect  satisfaction. 

WATER. 

The  Water  Company’  the  past  year,  have  extended  their  water 
pipes  on  Merrimac  street  from  Bayley  Hat  Factory  to  Chain 
F)ridge,  and  ten  extra  hydrants  have  been  located  on  the  new  ex- 
tension. There  were  three  hydrants  due  on  the  former  contract 
which  have  been  located  the  past  year.  And  with  but  few  exccp- 
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tions  we  are  now  well  supplied  all  over  the  city  with  water  for  fire 
purposes.  Total  number  of  hydrants  one  hundred  and  sixty. 

^HOSE. 

We  have  on  hand  at  the  present  time  eight  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  fift}’  feet  of  linen  hose,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  of  leather  hose,  being  eight  hundred  feet  of  both  kinds, 
less  than  we  had  on  hand  at  this  time  last  year.  In  ray  report  of 
last  year  I reecoinraended  that  each  year  there  should  be  purchased 
at  least  five  hundred  feet  of  new  hose  which  would  not  more  than 
take  the  place  of  that  which  is  condemned  each  year  on  account  of 
its  being  in  use  a number  of  years,  and  becoming  unfit  for  use  on 
account  of  bursting,  and  in  purchasing  in  this  way  in  m3"  opinion 
w’ould  be  an  advantage  to  this  department,  as  we  then  should  have 
at  all  times  good  serviceable  hose,  and  the  cost  to  the  cit3"  each  year 
would  be  comparative!}"  small. 

HALE  FUND. 

The  above  fund  has  been  increased  the  past  }"ear  b}"  donations 
received  from  several  of  our  well  known  citizens  whose  names  are 
familiar  to  3"ou  all,  as  credit  has  been  given  to  them,  and  the 
amounts  which  each  gave  been  published  in  both  our  dail}"  papers. 
We  have  also  received  from  the  estate  of  the  late  John  Currier,  jr., 
five  hundred  dollars,  which  is  the  largest  donation  which  this  fund 
has  ever  received  from  an}"  one  person  since  it  was  orgenized.  The 
ball  which  w"as  given  in  aid  of  this  fund  was  a financial  success,  and 
by  it  we  are  able  to  swell  the  amount  three  hundred  and  one  dollars, 
that  being  the  net  income  from  said  ball.  These  additions  together 
with  the  interest  which  has  accumulated  the  past  year  swells  the 
amount  to  four  thousand  and  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  The 
expenditures  the  past  year  were  fifteen  dollars,  leaving  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  nine  hundred  eighty-seven  dollars  and  fifty-eight 
cents  the  net  amount  of  fund.  An  increase  of  nine  hundred  and 
nine  dollars  and  seventy-four  cents.  And  I would  on  behalf  of  the 
trustees,  and  all  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  thank  each 
and  every  person  who  have  in  any  way  aided  this  worthy  object 
as  we  all  appreciate  your  kindly  feelings.

To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen  : — I respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  bus- 
iness transacted  in  this  office  during  the  year : 

The  city  has  been  a party  to  the  following  suits : 

1.  Eagle  Odorles.s  Apparatus  Company  vs.  Newburyport.  Su- 
perior court,  Suffolk. 

This  suit  has  made  little  progress.  In  Eebruar3’  there  was  a 
hearing  upon  the  demurer  filed  by  the  citj",  and  the  plaintiff  was 
required  to  amend  the  pleadings.  Since  then  no  disposition  has 
been  manifested  to  press  the  suit,  it  having  been  dela^^ed  from  time 
to  time  at  the  request  of  plaintiff’s  counsel. 

2.  Topsfield  vs.  Newbuiyport ; Superior  court,  Essex.  This  case 
has  been  on  the  trial  list  several  times,  but  has  not  been  reached 
for  trial. 

3.  Newburyport  vs.  Creedon  ; Superior  court,  Essex.  Case  heard 
at  the  March  term  judgment  for  defendant  as  in  the  Police  court, 
on  the  ground  that  the  cit}'  bad  paid  for  defendant’s  support  at  Ips- 
wich without  authority  of  law.  This  question  being  of  importance 
to  the  city,  the  case  was  taken  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  court,  where 
it  was  argued  in  November.  No  decision  has  been  rendered. 

4.  Alex.  T.  Amthor  vs.  Newburyport ; Superior  court,  Suffolk. 
This  case  has  not  been  put  on  the  trial  list  b}^  plaintiff. 

The  above  cases  were  commenced  prior  to  the  present  j^ear,  and 
further  particulars  ma}^  be  found  in  the  reports  of  mj^  predecessors. 
The  following  have  been  begun  during  the  year. 

5.  City  of  Waltham  vs.  Newburyport ; Superior  court,  Middle- 
sex. Begun  Februar\'  18.  Suit  to  recover,  for  money  paid  by 
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plaintiff  to  the  city  for  the  support  of  one  Charles  Haines,  an  idiot 
pauper,  alleged  to  have  a settlement  in  this  city,  Waltham  having 
for  many  years  acknowledged  that  he  was  settled  in  that  place,  and 
there  being  evidence  that  he  is  not  chargeable  to  Newburyport,  the 
case  was  defended.  It  has  not  been  reached  for  trial. 

6.  Anastasia  Henry  vs.  Newburyport ; Superior  court,  Essex. 
Suit  begun  March  5th  to  recover  damages  for  injuries  alleged  to 
have  been  caused  to  the  premises  of  plaintiff  by  the  filling  of  the 
Green  street  landing,  whereby  plaintiff‘’s  drains  into  the  dock  were 
stopped  up,  etc.  Trial  on  December  20  and  21.  Verdict  for  plain- 
tiff for  $1600.  The  question  of  the  liability  being  solely  one  of  law 
and  the  court  having  ruled  against  the  city,  no  defence  was  possible 
on  the  facts.  A motion  for  a new  trial  has  been  made.  If  this  is 
not  granted  the  questions  invoh^ed  will  be  taken  to  the  Supreme 
eourt. 

7.  Luc}'  Adams  vs.  Newburyport;  Superior  court,  Essex.  Begun 
April  11th.  Claim  for  damages  for  injuries  caused  by  plaintiff’s 
slipping  on  the  ice,  near  the  corner  of  Prospect  and  Fruit  streets 
on  February  10.  Will  probably  be  tried  in  January’. 

8.  Ruel  Fhilbrick  et.  al.  vs.  Newburyport ; U.  S.  Circuit  court, 
District  of  Massachusetts.  Begun  Maj^  20.  Suit  to  recover 
$50,000  for  alleged  infringement  of  the  so  called  Knibb’s  valve  pa- 
tent. Answer  has  been  filed.  Several  cities  of  this  state  having 
been  sued  at  the  same  time  a joint  defence  will  be  made. 

9.  Annie  L.  Noyes  vs.  Newburyport;  Superior  court,  Essex. 
Begun  May  24th,  to  recover  damages  for  an  injuiy  which  plaintiff 
claimed  to  have  sustained  b}'  stepping  into  a hole  in  the  street  op- 
posite 16>j  Water  street,  in  October,  1886.  Trial  in  September. 
Verdict  for  plaintiff  for  $1,060.  A motion  for  a new  trial  was  re- 
fused, and  the  judgment  has  been  paid. 

10.  George  W.  Noyes  vs.  Newburyport;  Superior  court,  Essex. 
Begun  May  24.  Suit  b}^  the  husband  of  Mrs.  Noyes,  above  named, 
to  recover  for  loss  of  her  services,  etc.  Judgment  has  been,  or 
will  be  entered  for  the  city. 

In  addition  to  the  above  cases  a large  amount  of  minor  business 
has  been  attended  to.  Contracts  for  the  building  of  the  new  alms- 
house, and  the  engine  house  on  Federal  street,  deeds  of  pieces  of 
land  sold  by  city,  and  various  other  writings  have  been  made.  Two 
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bills  for  proposed  amendments  to  the  city  charter,  and  also  a bill  to 
incorporate  the  Newburvport  sewerage,  etc.,  have  been  drafted. 

In  February  I attended  a hearing  on  the  question  of  enlarging  or 
abolishing  the  jail  before  the  Committee  on  Prisons  of  the  State 
Legislature. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  defense  in  cases  arising  from  injuries 
upon  the  highways,  two  serious  difficulties  have  to  be  contended 
with.  The  first  is  the  unwillingness  of  the  citizens  who  have 
knowledge  of  the  circumstances,  to  furnish  information,  sometimes 
from  a dislike  to  be  called  as  witness,  sometimes  from  S3^mpathy 
with  the  person  claiming  to  have  been  injured.  It  is  not  found 
however  that  such  persons  are  equall}’  timid  in  the  expression  of 
their  criticisms  upon  the  failure  of  the  city  to  put  such  facts  in  evi- 
dence. 

The  other  difficulty  is  one  more  easily  remedied.  When  a claim 
is  made  on  the  citv  some  time  has  elapsed  since  the  injury'  was  re- 
ceived. In  the  meaip  time  the  condition  of  the  highwmy  ma}^  have 
materially  changed.  An  examination  of  the  alleged  defect  is  of 
little  service  to  the  city,  unless  made  at  the  time  of  the  accident, 
or  very  soon  thereafter.  It  should  be  the  duty  of  some  one  to 
make  such  an  examination  immediatel}’,  whenever  an  accident  is 
reported,  whether  it  seems  to  be  serious  or  not,  before  any  claim  is 
made  against  the  city,  and  there  should  be  a prompt  investigation 
of  the  circumstances.  In  this  way  reliable  evidence  will  be  ob- 
tained, and  in  cases  which  are  meritorious,  unprofitable  litigation 
can  be  avoided.  This  method  has  been  tried  in  several  cities  and 
is  found  to  be  profitable.

In  the  absence  of  any’  considerable  number  of  contagious  dis- 
eases, or  of  any  unusual  epidemic  that  would  require  the  special  at- 
tention of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  duties  of  the  board  have  not 
been  arduous.  The  usual  complaints — and  not  always  for  sufficient 
cause — from  overflowing  privies  and  cess  pools,  keeping  of  swine, 
and  oceasionally-  other  sources  of  lilth  detrimental  to  health,  would 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  board  and  furnish  the  agent  with 
enough  to  look  after,  particularly  during  the  summer  months. 
Complaints  of  overflowing  cess-pools  and  privies  will  multiply  until 
a system  of  sewerage  is  provided  for  the  thickly  settled  portions  of 
the  cit}'. 
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Complaints  were  investigated  by  the  agent  of  the  board  as  fol- 
lows :

The  periodical  complaint  of  the  offensive  condition  of  the  water 
of  Frog  pond  was  again  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  board  by 
petition  numerousl}"  signed,  in  the  month  of  Jul3\  Since  the  in- 
troduction of  water  and  the  h}' drant  service  for  water  suppl^^  in  case 
of  fire,  the  water  in  Frog  pond  is  only  held  as  a supplementaiy 
supply*,  and  no  objection  was  made  to  the  proposal  to  reduce  the 
quantity  of  water  in  the  pond  as  much  as  possible  and  enable  the 
board  to  clean  out  the  sediment  left  exposed.  This  was  accom- 
plished but  the  peculiar  odor  still  remained.  It  was  suggerted  that 
the  steam  fire  engines  be  emplo}’ed  to  operate  on  the  water  remain- 
ing in  the  pond,  pumping  the  water  up  and  pla3’ing  it  back  into  the 
pond.  The  experiment  was  tried,  whether  a success  or  not  there 
are  different  opinions  thereon  ; at  any  rate  the  offensive  oder  did 
not  long  continue  and  the  “fire  laddies”  secured  a chance  for  an 
extra  which  was  worked  lor  all  it  was  worth. 

The  natural  surface  drainage  into  the  pond  has  of  late  3’ears  been 
eonsiderabl3'  reduced  by'^  change  of  grade  on  streets  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  ; to  make  up  this  less  water  can  very^  easily  be  in- 
troduced by  means  sf  the  acqueduct  in  close  proximity’,  or  what 
wilt  be  still  better,  the  location  of  a fountain  in  the  pond  w’hich 
will  periodically’  give  a movement  to  the  water  of  the  pond  and  sup- 
ply’ what  is  lost  by  evaporation  or  any  other  cause  and  thus  remove 
all  cause  of  complaint  in  the  future. 

The  board  has  experienced  the  same  difficulty  during  the  past 
year  as  for  the  year  previous,  in  the  failure  of  physicians  and  others 
to  give  notice  to  the  board  of  the  existence  of  contagious  diseases 
in  the  city’ ; during  the  past  y’ear  notice  was  given  of  the  existence 
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of  four  cases  of  diphtheria,  five  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  one  case 
of  typhoid  fever.  During  the  same  period  there  were  returned  to 
the  office  of  the  city  clerk  nine  deaths  by  diphtheria,  one  of  scarlet 
fever  and  three  of  typhoid  fever.  The  old  adage  ‘'an  ounce  of 
prevention  is  worth  a pound  of  cure’’  is  applicable  here  and  if  the 
Board  of  Health  desired  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  dis- 
eases, how  can  they  do  so  unless  the}^  are  properl}^  notified  of  the 
existence  of  these  diseases  and  see  to  it  that  proper  measures  are 
adopted  to  prevent  their  being  spread  broadcast  thiough  the  com- 
munit}’.  The  law  is  plain  in  this  respect  on  this  subject  but  the 
practice  is  altogether  too  lose  and  needs  correction. 

The  death  rate  in  this  cit}'  is  considerabH  increased  over  the  pre- 
vious year  ; deaths  from  all  causes  being  330  ; eighty-seven  more 
than  the  previous  year.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  sufficient 
cause  for  the  considerable  increase.  A comparison  is  made  below 
of  some  of  the  principal  diseases  for  the  years  1886  and  1887,  and 
also  a tabular  statement  comparing  ages  of  deceased  for  the  year :

It  will  be  seen  in  the  above  comparison  that  of  the  so  called  con- 
tageous  diseases  the  deaths  were  less  in  the  present  3’ear  than  last 
year,  and  farther  that  the  number  of  deaths  under  twent}^  years  of 
age  is  the  same  for  both  3'ears,  and  up  to  fifty  ^^ars  of  age  the  dif- 
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fcrence  is  but  seA^en,  showing  that  the  increase  in  mortalit}-  is  wholly 
among  the  aged.  Further  information  in  relation  to  classification 
of  diseases,  etc.,  can  be  had  from  tabular  statement  accompanying 
this  report. 

The  rnetorological  observations  have  been  continued  under  the 
direction  of  the  board  in  a satisfactory  manner.  It  will  be 
found  exhaustive  and  of  great  A'alue.  The  report  of  the  observer, 
Mr.  Francis  V.  Pike,  to  the  board  is  herewith  appended.

STATISTICAL  ACCOUNT  OF  DEATHS  IN  NEYIBUMPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  188], 


REPORT  OF  METEOROLOGICAL  OBSERVATIONS. 


To  the  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen  : — I have  the  honor  to  present  the  eighth  annual  re- 
port on  the  meteorological  observations  taken  under  3*our  super- 
vision in  this  cit}". 

The  observations  were  made  during  the  past  year  at  the  same 
place  and  under  the  same  auspices  as  those  of  the  preceding  year, 
and  with  the  same  instruments. 

The  instruments  belonging  to  the  city,  and  now  in  use,  are  as 
follows:  'One  mercurial  barometer,  two  mercurial  thermometers 
(dry  bulb  and  wet  bulb) , one  self-registering  maximum  thermome- 
ter, one  self-registering  minimum  thermometer,  one  standard  rain 
gauge,  one  reserve  rain  gauge,  and  one  anemometer,  with  electric 
self-recording  anemograph,  battery,  wire,  etc. 

Since  the  middle  of  the  observer  has  been  in  possession  of  a 
thermograph,  by  means  of  which  he  has  been  enabled  to  keep  a 
continuous  automatic  record  of  the  temperature.  This  instrument 
is  the  property  of  the  New  England  Meteorological  Society,  and 
was  loaned  to  your  observer  through  the  kindness  and  courtesy  of 
Professor  W.  M.  Davis  of  Cambridge,  director  of  the  societ}'. 

The  principle  of  this  instrument  is  as  follows : By  the  varying 
temperature  of  the  air  a metallic  arm  bent  into  an  arc  of  about  the 
size  of  a quadrant  is  made  to  contract  and  expand.  This  contrac- 
tion or  expansion  moves  the  short  arm  of  a lever,  on  the  long  arm 
of  which  a pen,  constantly  filled  with  specialh'  prepared  ink,  de- 
scribes an  arc  in  a vertical  plane.  This  pen  traces  a continuous 
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line  on  a chart  which  is  fastened  in  place  on  the  surftice  of  a c^din- 
der  that  is  kept  constantly  revolving  in  a horizontal  plane  by  means 
of  clock  work.  This  cylinder  occupies  one  week  for  each  revolu- 
tion, and  the  chart  is  divided  into  vertical  spaces  representing  daj's 
and  hours  and  by  horizontal  lines  representing  degrees  of  tempera- 
ture. As  the  cylinder  revolves  and  the  pen  rises  and  falls  with  the 
changes  of  temperature  a continuous  line  is  traced,  nny  point  of 
which  can  be  referred  to  the  scales  of  time  and  temperature,  and 
thus  the  degree  of  heat  or  cold  may  be  ascertained  for  every  hou^* 
of  the  week.  This  instrument  has  already  proven  of  almost  incal- 
culable value  in  detecting  and  recording  unsuual  changes  of 
temperature,  minor  changes  between  the  hours  of  observa- 
tion, and  especially  during  the  night,  and  in  ascertaining  the 
rate  and  regularit}^  of  the  changes  on  the  advent  of  warm  or  cold 
waves.  Man}’  interesting  and  important  scientific  theories  may  be 
developed  and  proved  or  disproved  by  a careful  study  of  the  data 
afforded  by  the  continuous  record  made  by  this  instrument.  The 
instrument  is  of  French  manufacture,  known  as  the  -‘Richard” 
Thermograph,  and  is  a very  fine  instrument. 

In  the  following  tables,  in  connection  with  which  different  char- 
acteristics of  the  past  y’ear’s  weather  will  be  discussed,  the  normals 
are  obtained  from  the  observations  of  the  past  eight  years,  except 
in  the  table  of  the  movement  of  the  wind,  where  they  are  obtained 
from  the  observations  of  only  five  years. 

ATMOSPHERIC  PRESSURE. 

All  figures  under  this  head  are  expressed  in  inches  and  are  ob- 
tained from  observations  of  a standard  barometer,  at  an  altitude  of 
72.7  feet  above  mean  sea  level.

[Note.  In  the  above  table,  as  well  as  in  all  other  records  of  the  barome- 
ter here  given,  correction  is  made  for  temperature,  elevation,  and  instru- 
mental error,  but  not  for  standard  gravity,  the  reduction  for  which  would 
be  — .007  inch.] 

The  mean  pressure  for  the  yeai‘  was  30.015  inches,  which  is  .012 
above  the  normal  and  is  as  high  as  the  mean  of  an}"  year  since 
1880.  The  highest  annual  mean  in  the  past  eight  years  is  30.024 
inches  in  1880,  and  the  lowest,  29.963  inches,  in  1885. 

The  highest  pressure  recorded  was  31.016  inches,  on  the  1st  of 
December.  This  is  an  unusual  height,  and  is  far  higher  than  ever 
before  recorded  at  this  station.  Six  times  during  the  year  it 
rose  to  a greater  height  than  30.812  inches,  the  highest 
pressure  previous!}"  on  record.  The  lowest  pressure  was  28.998 
inches,  on  the  22d  of  March,  during  a heavy  northeasterly  rain 
storm.  Annual  range,  2.018  inches.  Lowest  in  eight  years,  28.772, 
in  1886.  Total  range,  2.244  inches. 

The  monthly  means  were  all  very  near  normal,  there  being  no 
departure  of  more  than  .1  inch.  The  means  of  February,  May 
and  July  were  the  highest,  and  of  January  and  October  were  the 
lowest,  for  their  respective  months  in  eight  years. 

The  fluctuations  of  barometric  pressure  were  very  frequent  and 
great  in  1887.  Fifteen  times  it  was  recorded  above  30.5  inches, 
and  eleven  times  below  29.3  inches,  and  there  were  fourteen  in- 
stances of  a change  of  more  than  .8  inch  in  24  hours.  The  great- 
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(‘st  of  tliosc  c'liiinges  wore  us  follows:  Fcbriiury  11-12  u rise  ol' 
1.101)  inch  ; Februaiy  23 — 24  u full  of  1.103  inch  ; Fcbi  iiury  26 — 27 
u full  of  1.347  inch  ; December  28 — 21)  u full  of  I.OIG  inch.  These 
were  uccompunied  by  ^ules  of  wind  reaching  velocities  of  30  to '30 
miles  an  hour.

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The  mean  temperature  for  the  year  was  46.3°,  which  is  0.6°  be- 
low the  normal,  and  the  lowest,  with  two  exceptions,  for  eight 
years.  The  highest  mean  during  that  time  is  48.4°,  in  1880,  and 
the  lowest  is  45.7°,  in  1885.  The  highest  temperature  in  1887  was 
97.6°,  on  the  2d  of  July,  and  the  lowest  was  — 14.8°,  on  the  19th 
of  January.  Annual  range,  112.4°.  This  also  constitutes  the 
extreme  range  for  eight  years. 

The  annual  means  at  the  times  of  the  three  daih^  observations 


were  as  follows :

January,  March,  April,  June,  August,  September,  October  and 
November  were  below  the  normal  temperatures  of  the  respective 
months,  the  greatest  departure  being  in  September,  when  it  was 
3.3°  below.  May  and  July  were  each  nearh"  three  degrees  above 
normal,  and  December  was  slightly  above.  February’s  temperature 
was  exactly  normal.  Jul)',  1887,  with  a mean  of  72.3°,  was  the 
hottest  July,  or  even  the  hottest  month,  in  eight  3’ears.  This  ex- 
cessive heat  was  parti}’  compensated  by  August,  which  was  the 
coolest  for  a like  period  of  time,  and  September,  the  coolest  with 
one  exception. 

EXTREME  TEMPERATURES. 

The  second  day  of  July  was  marked  by  the  highest  maximum 
temperature  on  record  at  this  station  (97.6°),  but  the  mean 
for  the  whole  day  was  slightly  lower  than  that  of  July  7th, 
1886.  The  last  two  days  of  June  and  the  first  seven  days 
of  July  were  characterized  by  a degree  of  heat  unpreceden- 
ted for  continued  intensity.  The  mean  for  these  nine  days 
was  77.5°,  while  the  maximum  was  above  86°  every  day  during  the 
period.  The  morning  of  January  19th  furnished  the  other  extreme, 
a minimum  temperature  of  — 14.8°,  which  is  the  lowest  on  record 
at  this  station,  but  there  was  no  period  of  long-continued  cold  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  record  of*  exceptionally  high  or  low  tempera- 
tures during  the  year  is  as  follows  :

From  this  table  it  is  seen  that  the  monthly  ranges  are  smallest  in 
the  summer,  increasing  until  the  winter,  and  then  decreasing  again, 
excepting  in  April  and  Ma}-,  when  an  exceptional!}^  warm  day  often 
causes  a large  range  for  the  month. 

The  greatest  monthR  range  was  in  January,  when  the  tempera- 
ture rose  69.8°  in  four  days,  from  — 14.8°  to  55.0°.  The  least 
monthly  range  was  38.2°  in  the  month  of  August.  This  is  the 
smallest,  with  one  exception,  in  eight  years. 

The  greatest  daily  range  in  1887,  which  is  also  the  greatest  in 
eight  years,  was  a rise  of  45.6°  on  the  10th  of  Ma}^,  a dry,  pleas- 
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ant  da}’  with  w'est  and  southwest  wind.  The  least  daily  range  oc- 
curred on  the  29th  of  the  same  month,  during  the  prevalence  of  a 
northeasterly  rain  storm,  wdien  the  temperature  varied  only  3.7°  in 
twenty-four  hours. 

The  last  cold  w^ave  of  the  spring  was  on  the  llth  and  2 2th  of 
April,  when  the  unusual  fall  of  40°  in  eighteen  hours  was  noted. 
The  first  one  of  the  fall  took  place  just  six  months  later,  on  the 
10th  — 12th  of  October.  On  the  9th  of  June  a remarkable 
change  of  24°  in  three  and  a half  hours  occurred  between  the  regu- 
lar hours  of  observation,  the  exact  data  of  which  could  not  have 
been  obtained  but  foi  the  invaluable  record  of  the  thermograph. 

RELATIVE  HUMIDITY. 

This  element  is  determined,  by  the  aid  of  standard  tables,  from 
comparative  readings  of  the  dry  and  wet  bulb  thermometers,  and  is 
expressed  in  per  cent  of  saturation,  100  per  cent,  being  total  satur- 
ation.

The  mean  annual  relative  humidity  was  69.8  per  cent.,  or  only 
.3  of  one  per  cent,  below  the  normal.  In  January,  July,  August 
and  December  the  means  were  above  the  monthly  normals,  while  in 
the  remaining  months  there  was  a slight  deficiency  of  moisture, 
wljch  was  most  noticeable  in  April  and  May.  January  gave  the 
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highest  mean  for  that  month  since  1880,  while  October  and  Novem- 
ber gave  the  lowest  for  the  corresponding  months  in  an  equal 
period.  The  mean  for  Ma}',  Go. 2 per  cent.,  was  the  lowest  on 
record  for  that  month,  and  the  mean  for  July,  79.1  per  cent.,  was 
the  highest  for  that  month.  Less  than  40  per  cent,  was  not  re- 
corded at  any  time  in  either  August  or  September. 

The  greatest  dail}*  mean  was  98  per  cent,  on  the  24th  of  August 
during  a northeast  rain-storm.  April  2d  and  December  11th 
follow  closely  with  97.7  per  cent.  each.  Some  extraordi- 
naril}’  dry  weather  occurred  in  the  spring  months.  In  March 
and  April  minima  of  18  and  14  per  cent.,  respective!}’,  were 
recorded,  while  in  May  there  were  two  days  that  were  by  a large 
margin  the  driest  days  on  record  at  this  station.  On  the  11th  the 
daily  mean  was  only  13  per  cent.,  while  at  noon  the  unprecedented- 
ly low  figure  of  4 per  cent,  was  observed.*  The  following  day  it 
was  as  low  as  13  per  cent,  at  noon,  and  the  daily  average  was  21.7 
per  cent.  These  were  days  of  normal  atmospheric  pressure,  high, 
but  falling  temperature,  and  brisk  to  high  north  and  northwest 
winds.  The  air  was  filled  with  the  smoke  from  numerous  brush  and 
forest  fires  throughout  New  England  and  Canada,  and  the  electrical 
condition  of  the  atmosphere  was  su«h  as  to  very  seriously  interfere 
with  the  work  of  the  cotton  mills,  many  of  which  were  compelled 
to  shut  down.

These  relative  figures,  however,  do  not  hold  good  throughout  the 
year,  for  in  the  winter  months  the  noon  observation  averages  only 
about  ten  per  cent,  below  those  of  the  morning  and  night,  and 
from  May  to  September  the  night  observation  averages  nearly  three 
per  cent,  higher  than  that  of  the  morning.

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PRECIPITATION. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  important  climatic  elements  of  the 
weather,  but  is  extreme!}^  difficult  of  accurate  ascertainment  when 
in  the  form  of  snow,  which  frequently  comes  driven  about  and 
drifted  unevenly  b3^  the  high  winds  of  the  winter.  The  following 
table  is  expressed  in  inches.

The  total  precipitation  for  the  3’ear  1887  was  50.21  inches,  which 
is  7.11  inches  above  the  average  for  the  past  eight  years.  39.07 
inches  of  this  amount  was  in  the  form  of  rain,  and  11.14  inches  was 
in  the  form  of  snow.  In  seven  months  of  the  twelve  the  precipita- 
tion was  above  the  normal,  that  of  August  being  nearly  four  and  a 
quarter  inches  in  excess,  while  the  only  serious  deficiency  was  one 
of  two  inches  in  the  month  of  Maj’.  The  rainfall  was  ver}'  evenl}' 
distributed  throughout  the  3'ear,  the  onl}^  period  approaching  the 
condition  of  a drought  being  the  first  25  days  of  May,  when  there 
was  no  rain  at  all,  but  even  then  there  was  nothing  more  than  a 
mere  surface  drought,  as  the  ground  was  well  saturated  with  moist- 
ure from  the  excessive  precipitation  of  the  preceding  six  months. 
All  of  the  rain  of  Ma^"  fell  in  the  storm  of  the  25th — 29th.  Un- 
usually' copious  rains  fell  in  July'  and  August,  the  whole  amount  for 
the  latter  month  far  exceeding  any^  other  month  on  record,  except- 
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ing  January,  1886.  The  totals  for  April  and  August  were  the 
highest  for  their  respective  months  for  eight  years. 

The  amount  of  snow  fall,  unmelted,  for  the  year  was  98  inches, 
which  is  from  25  to  30  inches  above  the  normal.  About  90  inches 
of  this  amount  fell  in  Jan.,  Feb.,  March  and  April.  The  last  snow 
fall  of  the  spring  occurred  on  the  26th  of  April,  and  the  first  of  the 
autumn  was  on  the  11th  of  November.  The  heaviest  snow  storm 
of  the  3^ear  was  that  of  April  2nd,  when  16  inches  of  snow  fell, 
accompanied  b}"  a heav}^  northeast  gale. 

Thunder  storms  occurred  in  less  numbers  than  usual,  and  of  less 
severity.  The  first  one  was  in  connection  with  a heavj’  rain  storm 
on  the  18th  of  February,  and  the  next  one  was  on  the  3d  of  June. 
There  were  two  in  June,  nine  in  Jul}",  six  in  August,  one  in  Sep- 
tember and  two  in  October,  the  last  one  of  the  year  occurring  on 
the  4th  of  that  month.  The  heaviest  ones  were  those  of  July  10th 
and  September  7th.  The  total  number  of  thunder  storms  for  the 
year  was  21. 

The  whole  number  of  days  on  which  rain  or  snow  fell  was  123, 
and  its  total  duration  was  1107  hours,  or  the  equivalent  of  a little 
over  46  days. 


WIND. 

Continuous  automatic  records  of  the  velocity  of  the  wind  were 
kept  during  the  year,  while  the  direction  was  recorded  at  the  tri- 
daily  observations  only.  The  following  figures  of  the  movement  of 
the  wind  are  expressed  in  miles.

The  total  movement  of  the  wind  was  44,158  miles,  or  about 
6000  miles  less  than  the  normal.  The  greatest  deficiencies  occurred 
during  the  months  of  the  summer  and  fall,  while  the  only  instance 
of  an  excess  was  in  April.  The  greatest  monthly  movement  was 
5423  miles  in  March,  always  the  windiest  month  of  the  year,  but 
the  greatest  daily  movement  was  that  of  April  2d,  when  436  miles 
were  recorded  during  the  heav}^  northeast  snow  storm  of  that  date. 
The  maximum  velocity  of  the  year  was  forty-two  miles  an  hour  on 
the  morning  of  December  18th,  and  was  from  the  northeast.  There 
was  a remarkable  instance  of  calm  weather  in  the  latter  part  of 
September.  During  the  period  of  three  days  from  the  27th  to  the 
29th,  both  inclusive,  but  sixty  miles  of  wind  was  recorded  by  the 
anemometer,  an  average  of  less  than  one  mile  an  hour,  while  dur- 
ing the  night  of  tlie  28th  and  20th  an  absolute  calm  prevailed  for 
nearly  twelve  hours.

Northwest  was  the  prevailing  wind  of  the  year,  and  the  mean 
monthly  direction  was  between  north  and  west  in  nine  months  out 
of  the  twelve.  July  was  the  only  month  in  which  the  mean  direc- 
tion was  between  south  and  west,  while  in  Ma}’  and  June  it  was  be- 
tween south  and  east.  Northwest  winds,  as  observed,  exceeded  all 
others  in  number  during  the  3’ear,  followed  in  order  bj-  southwest, 
north,  west,  south,  northeast,  southeast  and  east,  the  last  named 
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being,  as  is  oftentimes  the  case,  the  least  frequent  of  all.  The 
mean  direction  for  the  3’ear  was  W.  14°, 29'  N.,  which  is  a little 
farther  to  the  north  than  of  late  ^^ears  at  this  station. 

GENERAL  STATE  OF  THE  WEATHER. 

Under  this  head  is  recorded  the  number  of  observations  in  each 
month,  and  in  the  whole  3’ear,  at  which  each  of  the  following  con- 
ditions prevailed.  Also  in  Table  XI.  the  number  of  clear,  fair  and 
cloudy'  days,  and  the  number  of  dav’s  (whether  cloudy  or  fair,  or 
possibly  clear)  during  which  0.01  inch  or  more  of  rain  or  snow  fell.

Combining  the  number  of  cloud}’  observations  with  those  at 
which  rain,  snow,  sleet  or  fog  were  prevailing,  and  the  haz}’  with 
the  fair,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  sk\’  was  wholl}’  overcast  at  156  ob- 
servations, or  42  per  cent.,  partly  overcast  at  224  observations,  or 
20  per  cent.,  and  w'holly  clear  at  415  observations,  or  38  per  cent. 
The  greatest  amount  of  clear  weather  occurred  in  August  and  Sep- 
tember, and  the  greatest  amount  of  cloudy  and  stormy  weather  in 
January,  March  and  December.

In  conclusion  the  observer  would  reiterate  his  recommendations 
of  last  .year,  that  self-recording  instruments  be  purchased  to  render 
it  possible  for  more  valuable  and  efficient  work  to  be  done.  The 
value  of  the  thermograph  (mention  of  which  has  alread}*  been 
made)  has  been  abundantly  demonstrated.  It  is  hoped  that  a bar- 
ograph may  soon  be  obtained  to  enable  the  keeping  of  a continuous 
record  of  the  changes  of  atmospheric  pressure. 

A sunshine  recorder,  to  keep  a continuous  record  of  the  duration 
of  sunshine,  would  be  of  great  value  in  recording  one  of  the  most 
important  climatic  elements,  and  could  be  had  at  a veiy  small  cost.

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VINEGAR  INSPECTION. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Co^nicil  of  Newhiiryport : 

Gentlemen  There  has  been  thirtj'-four  (34)  applications  for 
inspection  of  vinegar  the  past  year,  niosth’  from  persons  who  rnan- 
factured  in  Nevvbuiyport  and  vicinit3',  which  upon  test  by  Mohr’s 
Biirettte  gave  an  average  of  4 6-10  per  cent  of  acetic  acid,  being 
1-10  per  cent  over  the  requirements  of  the  law  for  pure  cider  vine- 
gar, the  law  requiring  not  less  than  4J  per  cent  with  a residue  of  2 
per  cent  solids  in  pure  cider  vinegar.  Twenty-four  samples  of  the 
above  contained  the  required  amount  of  acid  ; ten  samples  were  be- 
low, and  notice  given  to  the  manufactiiiers  of  all  illegal  samples. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  inspector  that  a small  outla}"  for  a gener- 
ator with  a proper  vinegar  room,  kept  at  a certain  degree  of  heat, 
would  enable  our  manufacturers  to  supply’  this  and  other  markets 
with  a better  article  than  the  present  old  method  which  requires  not 
less  than  two  3’ear3  to  change  a pure  cider  to  a legal  vinegar,  which 
could  be  accomplished  in  from  two  to  four  weeks  by  the  use  of  a 
generator  and  other  fixtures  as  mentioned  above,  and  used  in  many 
places.

The  largest  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  the  month  of  JUI3' — 
37,  while  the  previous  year  the  month  of  JUI3’  showed  about  the 
smallest  mortality — 15.  Possibly  the  great  increase  may  be  traced 
in  part  at  least  to  the  great  meteorological  changes,  sixteen  of  the 
number  being  70  3’ear5  old  and  upward,  seven  cholera  infantum. 

Of  the  zymotic  diseases  there  were  but  seventeen  for  the  entire 
year:  Diphtheria  9,  croup  2,  typhoid  fever  3,  and  one  each  of  er3'- 
sipelas,  scarlet  fever  and  whooping  cough ; these  were  scattered 
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through  the  3'ear,  the  months  of  March,  April,  May,  July  and  Au- 
gust being  exempt,  cases  of  diphtheria  occuring  in  June,  October, 
November  and  December. 

Consumption,  as  usual,  claims  the  largest  number — 54;  old  age 
next  42  ; heart  disease  25;  paralysis  2J ; cholera  infantum  15; 
cancer  14 ; pneumonia  12.  These  are  the  only  cases  of  disease 
that  came  up  to  the  tens. 

Deaths  from  all  causes,  under  ten  3^ears  of  age,  74 — which  is 
seven  less  than  last  year  ; Sixty  years  and  upward,  148 — which  is 
sixty-one  more  than  last  year  ; eight  persons  were  between  90  and 
100  3"ears  of  age  ; one.  Miss  Phebe  Harrod,  reached  the  age  of  101 
years  1 month  and  22  days. 

The  united  ages  of  the  deceased  in  this  city  for  the  j’ear  was 
15,365  years,  which  makes  the  average  for  this  year  47.28,  which 
is  a considerable  increase  over  the  previous  year  when  it  was  39.8 
years.

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  custom  and  the  requirements 
of  existing  regulations  relating  to  the  Follansbee  fund,  I herewith 
present  the  fourteenth  annual  report  showing  the  present  status  of 
the  fund,  income  derived  therefrom  and  how  said  income  has  been 
disposed  of  bv  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  trustees  of  said  fund,  dur- 
ing the  municipal  3’ear  of  1887. 
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Considerable  care  is  exercised  b}’  the  trustees  to  benefit  as  large 
a number  as  possible  and  not  allow  a few  to  secure  the 
whole  ; they  do  not  think  the  intention  of  the  donor  was  to  furnish 
any  individual  or  family  their  full  supph^  of  fuel  but  to  assist  where 
they  cculd  not  well  afford  to  provide  themselves  with  what  might  be 
considered  a necessary  supply.  Thew  find  it  no  eas}^  matter  to  con- 
vince some  of  the  beneficiaries  of  this  fact. 

This  is  the  first  time  in  fourteen  years  that  all  the  orders  given 
on  the  fuud  have  been  paid  from  the  income  and  a considerable  sum 
carried  to  next  3'ear’s  account.

The  average  weekly  loads  ranging  from  80  to  96  at  a cost 
of  collecting,  requiring  the  services  of  two  men  at  17  cents  a load, 
and  selling  for  5 cents  load.  Not  a very  expensive  job,  when  we 
come  to  consider  the  disagreeable  part  the  men  take  in  the  collect- 
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ing  of  the  same.  And  here  I would  state  that  the  men  who  are 
regularly  emplo3’ed  in  the  collection  of  rubbish  are  in  justice  en- 
titled to  what  other  work  the  City  may  have  for  them  to  do. 

THE  MALL  QUESTION. 

If  this  committee  have  not  added  to  the  beautifying  of  the  same, 
the}’  are  entitled  to  at  least  the  respect  of  all,  in  doing  their  part  in 
a substantial  manner  in  grading  and  levelling  of  over  500  loads  of 
gravel  and  dirt  this  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  HIGH- 
WAYS. 


To  the  City  Council  of  ]Tev!)huryport : 

Gentlemen  : — The  joint  standing  committee  on  highways  would 
respectfully  make  the  following  report  and  statement  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  department  at  the  close  of  the  financial  year  ending 
December  17,  1887.  The  amount  of  the  appropriation  for  the  year 
was  $4,000;  income  63.57,  making  a total  of  $4,063.57.  The  ex- 
penditures were  $5; 783.01,  leaving  an  overdrawn  balance  of 
$1,719.44.  This  overdraft  was  caused  by  the  large  amount  of  extra 
work  which  has  been  done  and  charged  to  the  department  during 
the  year.  The  paving  on  Merrimac  street  was  done  at  an  expense 
of  some  $1,200.  This  was  a much  needed  improvement  and  had 
become  almost  a necessity  as  the  condition  of  the  street  and  the 
complaints  from  the  citizens  of  the  vicinity  demanded  that  some 
action  be  taken  to  remedy  the  difficulty.  The  completion  of  the 
work  has  been  satisfactory  and  pleasing  to  the  public.  The  placing 
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of  the  railing  on  the  sea  wall  in  ward  one  was  done  at  an  expense 
of  about  S200  ; the  safet}^  and  convenience  of  the  public  called 
for  the  improvement  and  it  is  much  appreciated  by  the  citizens  of 
that  localit}^  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  committee 
voted  to  raise  the  pa}^  of  the  laborers  two  and  one-half  cents  per 
hour,  and  it  was  certainly  no  more  than  an  act  of  justice  and  which 
will  no  doubt  meet  the  approval  of  all  liberal  minded  citizens. 
These  items  will  cover  the  amount  overdrawn.  B}’  referring  to  the 
accounts  of  the  superintendent  it  is  found  that  the  amount  of  work 
done  in  the  several  wards  wa«  as  follows:  Ward  one,  $450;  ward 
two,  $300  ; ward  three,  $550  ; ward  four,  $450  ; ward  five,  $500  ; 
ward  six,  $850.  There  has  been  some  2300  feet  of  sidewalk  built 
during  the  year  ; 1200  feet  of  gutters  paved  ; 300  feet  of  crossings 
laid  ; 2550  feet  of  edgestone  set,  which  is  more  than  the  average 
amount.  These  items  are  but  a portion  of  the  work  performed.  A 
great  deal  more  was  needed  but  the  small  amount  of  the  appro- 
priation is  not  sufficient  to  properly  care  for  and  maintain  one  street 
in  proper  condition,  as  some  are  now  in  a bad  state  and  might  be 
termed  unsafe  for  public  travel,  and  a much  larger  amount  will 
have  to  be  expended  in  the  near  future  in  order  to  satisfy  the  trav- 
elling public,  as  good  streets  and  highways  are  a public  convenience 
and  a mark  of  progress  and  thrift  in  any  municipalit}^  Merrimac, 
Water  and  High  streets  are  in  the  most  need  of  repairs  and  the  at- 
tention of  our  successors  will  no  doubt  be  called  to  their  condition. 

Much  credit  is  due  Superintendent  Pritchard  for  the  efficient  man- 
ner in  which  he  has  conducted  the  department  during  the  3'ear ; 
prompt  and  earnest  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  and  with  the 
interests  of  the  cit}"  always  in  view,  he  has  met  with  the  cordial 
support  and  approval  of  the  committee,  and  we  feel  assured  of  all 
impartial  citizens. 

In  closing,  we  would  suggest  and  hope  the  incoming  city’  govern- 
ment will  be  able  to  make  a larger  appropriation  for  this  depart- 
ment as  in  so  doing  the  appearance  of  our  city  and  the  comfort  and 
convenience  of  the  public  will  be  improved  and  without  doubt  will 
meet  the  approval  of  a large  majority  of  citizens.

DIRECTORS’  REPORT. 


Tg  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  Oity  Council  of  Newburyport ; 

Gentlemen  : The  Directors  of  the  Public  Library 
submit  the  thirty-second  annual  report  of  their  body 
to  your  consideration. 

The  past  year  has  given  us  new  assurances  of  the 
continued  usefulness  and  increasing  beneficent  influ- 
ence of  the  Public  Library.  The  details  of  its  work 
are  found  in  the  report  of  the  Librarian  herewith 
appended.  A marble  tablet  has  been  placed  in  the 
front  wall  of  the  library  building,  on  which  has  been 
inscribed  in  raised  letters  the  following  words: 

Newburyport  Public  Library  and  Heading  Hoorn.” 
The  cost  of  this  inscription  has  been  paid  from  the 
interest  of  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  of 
the  building  fund.  During  the  last  year  large  addi- 
tions have  been  made  towards  the  completion  of  our 
sets  of  national  public  documents.  In  this  impor- 
tant work  we  are  greatly  indebted  to  our  late  repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  Col.  E.  F.  Stone;  to  our  State 
Senator,  Hon.  George  F.  Hoar,  and  also  to  our  au- 
thorities in  Washington,  who  have  this  matter  in 
special  charge.  You  will  observe  that  the  most 
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affluent  source  of  our  increase  of  book«  has  been  the 
Peabody  fund.  Two  hundred  and  fifty-nine  volumes 
have  come  to  us  from  that  sourc(‘  alone.  We  would 
also  again  mention  the  valuable  additions  made  to 
«)ur  shelves  from  the  Todd  fund.  After  doing  duty 
in  the  reading  room,  the  periodicals  are  bound,  and 
they  form  a very  important  department  of  the  books 
in  the  room  above. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  larger  means  should  be 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  directors  for  the  bind- 
ing of  books.  As  the  library  grows  older,  the  num- 
ber of  volumes  which  need  repaiiung  constantly 
increases.  The  addition  made  to  the  appropriation 
last  spring  has  greatly  aided  ns  in  putting  upon  the 
shelves  again  a large  number  of  volumes  which  had 
been  out  of  binding,  and  consequently  unfit  for  use.

LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Oommittee  on  Library : 

Gentlemen:  The  season  has  again  arrived  when  it 
becomes  my  duty,  under  a requirement  of  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  the  Library,  to  prepare  and  present 
to  you  a detailed  and  circumstantial  account  of  its  con- 
dition and  increase  through  the  year  now  drawing  to  a 
close. 

An  examination  of  the  library  has  recently  taken 
place  under  charge  of  the  appropriate  committee,  and 
the  result  showed  that  the  actual  condition  of  the 
books  indicated  no  material  diminution  from  the  high 
standard  which  previous  annual  inspections  had  ac- 
corded them. 

It  was  found  that  five  volumes  only  were  missing 
from  their  places  since  the  last  examination ; three  of 
these  were  shortly  afterwards  returned,  which  left  but 
two  books  to  be  regarded  as  the  number  lost  during  the 
year. 

The  general  promptitude  which  has  marked  the  re- 
turn of  the  books,  and  the  considerateness  and  care 
with  which  they  have  been  used  by  the  borrowers, 
merits  particular  commendation,  as  upon  a proper  at- 
tention to  these  requirements  the  welfare  of  an  insti- 
tution of  this  kind  very  essentially  depends. 
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By  the  report  of  last  year  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
library  then  contained  23,767  volumes. 

Through  the  several  sources  enumerated  below  the 
number  that  has  been  received  this  year  is  638.  But 
some  forty  volumes  of  these  additions  have  been  used 
to  supply  the  places  of  books  that  were  worn  out  and 
discarded ; so  that  598  volumes  is  the  number  to  be 
added  to  the  sum  total  of  this  year,  making  the  whole 
number  now  in  the  library,  24,365  volumes.

Of  the  character  of  these  additions,  it  may  be  briefly 
stated;  that,  while  not  being  unmindful  of  the  real 
needs  of  any  department  of  the  library,  it  has  been 
the  aim  of  the  directors,  in  making  their  selections,  to  so 
proportion  them  as  to  keep  the  several  classes  as  evenly 
balanced  as  the  means  at  hand  would  permit.  In  do- 
ing this  the  income  from  the  several  funds  has  been 
used,  and  aside  from  that  of  the  Peabody  fund,  the  in- 
come from  each  has  been  exhausted. 

The  proceeds  from  the  Peabody  fund  has  supplied, 
as  has  been  the  case  heretofore,  an  important  class  of 
works,  which  from  their  rarity  and  costliness  could  not 
otherwise,  without  that  help,  have  been  obtained. 

With  the  assistance  of  a newly-prepared  catalogue 
of  the  additions  during  the  year,  which  will  be  ready 
for  the  printer,  in  connection  with  the  printing  of  the 
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various  reports,  readers  will  find  a choice  collection  of 
current  and  standard  works  suited  to  the  tastes  of  all.

In  the  year  1867,  Mr.  George  Peabody  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  pres- 
ent Treasurer  of  the  fund,  which  he  established  for  the  benefit  of  the  Pub- 
lic Library  of  the  city,  the  sum  of  $15,000,  the  income  thereof,  designed 
to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  books. 

He  connected  with  the  donation  the  request  that  an  annual  statement 
should  be  published  of  the  condition  of  the  fund. 

In  accordance  therewith  the  treasurer  desires  to  make  known  that  the 
principal,  ($15,000,)  remains  in  the  Institution  for  Savings,  where  it  was 
deposited  at  the  time  of  its  receipt  from  Mr.  Peabody,  and  from  whence  it 
can  only  be  withdrawn  by  the  written  order  of  a majority  of  the  five  trus- 
tees who  administer  the  fund. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  $220.60  of  accumulated  interest  re- 
mained on  hand,  and  since  then,  $600.00,  has  been  received  in  addition 
thereto,  of  which  sum  $469.45,  has  been  expended  in  adding  two  hundred 
and  fifty* nine  volumes  to  the  Library,  consequently  leaving  $350.15,  un- 
expended interest  on  deposit. 

The  value  of  Mr.  Peabody’s  gift  will  be  the  more  appreciated  when  it  is 
stated  that  over  $12,000.00,  has  been  received  from  time  to  time  in  inter- 
est upon  the  original  gift,  and  that  from  this  source  five  thousand  two 
hundred  and  seventy  two  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  library,  beside 
which  from  time  to  time  appropriations  have  been  made  from  the  fund  to- 
wards the  maintenance  of  the  Public  Reading  Room  connected  with  the 
library,  from  which  expenditure  it  was  relieved  by  the  generosity  of  Wil- 
liam C.  Todd,  Esq. 

The  Treasurer’s  accounts  of  receipts  and  expenditures  have  been  regu- 
larly audited.

To  THE  Directors  of  the  Public  Library  : 

This  report  is  made  in  conformity  with  the  terms  of  the  trust,  which  re- 
quires an  annual  statement  to  be  made  of  the  condition  of  the  fund,  to  the 
directors  of  the  library. 

The  fund  itself  is,  as  is  well  known,  the  excess  of  $5000.00  which  re- 
mained over  and  above  the  $40,000.00  subscribed  for  the  purchase  and 
preparation  of  the  library  building,  and  presented  as  a gift  to  the  city. 

It  was  deposited  in  the  Institution  for  Savings,  the  interest,  and  if  in 
the  judgement  of  the  trustees  advisable,  the  principal  to  be  used  in  keep- 
ing the  building  in  repair,  and  this,  for  more  than  twenty  years,  they 
have  done. 

The  principal  of  the  sum  in  the  Savings  Bank  can  only  be  withdrawn 
upon  the  written  order  of  the  members  of  the  board. 

Since  the  last  report  $97.41  has  been  expended  upon  the  building,  and 
there  remains  of  accumulated  interest  at  this  time  of  writing,  $222.68.

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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  High  and  Putnam  Schools,  '

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  report  the  im- 
proved condition  of  the  High  school  during  the  past 
year.  Under  the  management  of  Principal  E.  C. 
Adams,  who  took  charge  of  the  school  tAvo  years  ago, 
its  standard  has  been  steadily  raised  until  at  present 
it  occupies  a position  in  advance  of  that  held  at  any 
time  hitherto.  We  can  confidently  assert  that  the 
discipline  of  the  school  has  never  been  better  nor  the 
standard  of  scholarship  higher  than  today.  Some  im- 
portant changes  have  been  made  in  the  courses  of 
study.  The  order  has  been  so  arranged  that  a busi- 
ness course  is  practically  complete  at  the  end  of  two 
years.  Boys  who  cannot  remain  in  school  more  than 
half  the  course  will  thn^  be  enabled  to  spend  the  two 
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years  profitably,  and  secure  good  training  in  those 
branches  which  will  be  of  practical  use  in  business 
life. 

A successful  effort  is  being  made  to  arrange  the 
work  in  departments.  Few  teachers  can  teach  every 
subject  equally  well,  and  no  teacher  can  teach  many 
different  and  unrelated  branches  well  at  the  same 
time.  The  good  results  of  this  departmental  work 
are  already  to  be  seen. 

An  important  change  has  been  made  in  the  instruc- 
tion in  the  scientific  department.  Chemistry  is  an 
experimental  science,  and  it  is  impossible  to  obtain 
the  best  results  in  this  study  by  the  old  system  of 
recitation  and  the  occasional  experiment  by  the 
teacher.  For  this  reason  a chemical  laboratory  Avas 
fitted  up  and  furnished  with  the  apparatus  and  mate- 
rials necessary  to  enable  each  pupil  to  perform  many 
experiments  for  himself. 

Public  opinion  is  imperative  in  its  demands  that  the 
student  shall  have  skill  as  well  as  knowledge.  The 
natural  sciences  when  taught  by  the  natural  or  ex- 
perimental method  combine  in  the  best  manner  the 
two  forms  of  training,  the  manual  and  the  intellec- 
tual. The  hand  and  eye  are  so  trained  that  they  be- 
come the  obedient  servants  of  their  trained  master — 
the  brain. 

Some  attention  is  now  given  to  singing.  One  hour 
each  week  is  devoted  to  this  branch — not  in  training 
a few  voices,  but  in  teaching  all  the  pupils  the  rudi- 
ments and  in  training  them  to  sing  the  simpler  forms 
of  music.  Through  this  training  the  school  Avas  en- 
abled to  furnish  all  the  necessary  music  at  the  last  two 
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graduations,  thus  doing  away  with  the  expense  of  an 
orchestra  or  any  paid  musicians. 

If  there  were  more  systematic  instruction  in  this 
branch  in  all  the  schools  of  this  city,  the  results 
reached  in  the  High  school  would  be  more  satisfactory 
and  more  easily  attained. 

While  the  study  of  music  is  not  devoid  of  intellec- 
tual training,  its  great  functions  are  to  break  the  mo- 
notony of  school  routine  and  to  address  itself  to  the 
emotions,  and  thus  quicken  with  proper  and  healthful 
impulses  this  too  much  neglected  side  of  young  life. 
Pi-operly  conducted,  it  also  promotes  health.  A rea- 
sonable amount  of  singing  rather  aids  than  interferes 
with  the  progress  in  other  branches  of  study. 

The  Putnam  trustees  besides  fitting  up  the  labora- 
tory, have  made  quite  extensive  improvements  in  their 
building  during  the  past  two  years.  New  floors  have 
been  laid  and  all  the  large  rooms  have  been  furnished 
with  seats  and  desks  of  the  most  improved  pattern. 
By  these  changes,  the  appearance  of  the  rooms  has 
been  gi-eatly  improved,  and  the  convenience  and  com- 
fort of  the  pupils  much  increased. 

The  pupils  take  much  pride  in  their  school  rooms 
and  exercise  great  care  in  keeping  them  in  good  con- 
dition. A pleasant  and  well  appointed  room  makes 
school  life  ])leasant  to  the  pupil,  and  saves  a teacher 
much  strength  in  his  efforts  to  secure  good  discipline. 

Early  in  the  spring  term,  Mr.  Pobert  N.  Toppan  of 
Cambridge  gave  the  city  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars for  the  establishment  of  a fund,  the  income  ol 
which  is  to  be  given  as  a prize  for  excellence  in  the 
study  of  civil  government  in  the  High  and  Putnam 
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schools.  In  order  that  the  prize  might  be  awarded 
this  year,  he  gave  an  additional  ten  dollars,  the 
amount  to  be  realized  annually  from  the  fund.  Mr. 
Toppan  rightly  believes  that  our  public  schools  should 
educate  pupils  for  intelligent  citizenship,  and  so  de- 
sires to  stimulate  zeal  in  the  study  of  this  most  im- 
portant, yet  often  neglected,  branch.  The  thanks  of 
the  community  are  due  to  him  for  his  generous  and 
patriotic  action.  Such  manifest  interest  in  the  work 
done  in  our  school  encourages  all  those  who  are  en- 
gaged in  their  management.  The  first  contest  for  the 
prize  was  held  at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  Mr. 
James  Parton  and  Amos  Noyes,  esq.,  acting  as  com- 
mittee of  award.  Miss  Mabel  Johnson  of  Rowley  re- 
ceived the  prize  and  Henry  F.  Coffin  of  this  city 
honorable  mention. 

Several  changes  have  occurred  in  the  corps  of 
teachers.  The  committee  having  decided  to  employ 
only  one  male  assistant,  Mr.  Luther  Dame,  at  the 
close  of  the  year  retired  from  teaching  for  more  ac- 
tive business.  The  many  years  of  faithful  service 
which  Mr.  Dame  has  spent  in  the  High  school,  and 
his  popularity  as  a teacher  have  made  him  a large 
circle  of  friends,  whose  esteem  and  affection  will  fol- 
low. him  whatever  station  he,  may  occupy. 

Miss  A.  A.  Senter,  who  for  many  years  has  ren- 
dered faithful  services  as  assistant,  was  obliged  by 
long  continued  illness  to  tender  her  resignation.  It 
was  accepted  by  the  committee  with  regret,  for  they 
felt  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  one  who  could  fill  the 
position  as  successfully.  Miss  Sara  A.  Leonard,  who 
had  been  substitute  during  Miss  Senter’s  illness,  was 
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elected  to  fill  the  position  thus  left  vacant;  and  Miss 
Mary  T.  Spalding  was  engaged  as  teacher  of  matha- 
matics.

This  is  the  largest  school  in  the  city,  consisting  of 
eight  rooms,  with  an  attendance  of  between  three  and 
four  hundred  pupils.  Twice  within  the  year  has  the 
school  been  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  a teacher.  In 
December,  188(3,  it  was  deprived  of  the  services 
of  Miss  M.  Louise  Bartlett,  a faithful  and  ex- 
perienced assistant.  Again,  in  March,  1887,  when 
the  communit}^  was  startled  by  the  sudden  death  of 
Mr.  ^7.  A.  Moulton,  who  had  been  principal  of  the 
school  since  its  establishment,  and  had  ably  served 
many  years  in  other  schools  in  this  city.  Miss  M.  E. 
Cogswell  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by 
the  death  of  Miss  Bartlett,  and  Mr.  A.  F.  Gilbert 
was  temporarily  appointed  principal.  His  services  in 
that  position  having  met  the  approval  of  the  school 
board,  at  the  close  of  the  year  he  was  elected  princi- 
pal. Great  credit  is  due  to  him  and  to  the  efldcient 
assistants  that  the  sad  events  of  the  year  have  caused 
so  little  disturbance  in  the  order  of  the  school  and  in 
its  regular  work.

GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS, 

As  a whole,  the  city  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  its 
grammar  schools.  In  them  we  have  able  teachers  of 
long  experience,  fully  devoted  to  their  duties.  The 
success  they  have  had  and  the  excellence  of  the  work 
done  the  past  year  are  due  to  the  ability  and  energy 
they  have  shown.  If  any  failure  in  scholarship  is 
found,  it  is  fi*om  circumstances  over  which  they  have 
had  no  control.  Irregular  attendance  often  prevents 
a pupil  from  making  the  progress  desired  by  both 
parents  and  teachers.  The  parents  have  this  matter 
in  their  own  hands,  and  it  is  a duty  they  owe  to  the 
school  and  to  the  child  to  see  that  nothing  but  serious 
sickness  is  allowed  as  an  excuse  foi*  absence. 

It  is  believed  that  some  improvement  might  be  made 
in  the  course  of  studies,  if  a part  of  the  subjects  in 
the  arithmetic  and  geography  were  eliminated.  Greater 
accuracy  and  increased  rapidity  in  the  fundamental 
operations  in  whole  numbers,  common  fractions  and 
decimals,  would  be  of  far  more  value  than  a super- 
ficial knowledge  of  those  subjects  seldom  or  never 
used  in  practical  life,  A systematic  course  in  clraAV- 
ing  is  also  needed  both  in  the  primary  and  the  gram- 
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mar  schools.  Some  of  the  schools  have  vocal  music 
and  physical  exercises,  both  of  which  are  beneficial  to 
the  health  of  the  pupils  and  help  to  make  a school  at- 
tractive and  happjo  Meetings  of  the  grammar  school 
teachers  are  held  each  month  in  the  school  committee 
room,  to  plan  their  work  and  discuss  the  best  methods 
to  be  pursued  in  their  schools.  In  this  way  it  is 
hoped  that  whatever  there  is  excellent  in  one  school 
may  become  useful  in  all. 

As  public  examinations  are  no  longer  held,  it  might 
be  well  to  have  a half  day  for  each  school  when  par- 
ents were  specially  invited  to  visit  and  listen  tD  the  reg- 
ular recitations  of  the  classes,  nothing  out  of  the  regu- 
lar routine  being  allowed.  This  would  have  the  effect 
of  bringing  parents  and  teachers  together  and  of 
sti-engthening  that  good  feeling  and  sympathy  which  a 
common  aim — the  welfare  of  the  children — ought  to 
produce.

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS, 

In  most  of  the  primary  schools  gi-eat  improvement 
has  been  made  during  the  year  both  in  scholarship 
and  in  discipline.  Written  spelling,  which  has  largely 
taken  the  place  of  oral  spelling,  even  in  the  youngest 
clas>es,  has  proved  to  be  a great  improvement, 
wherever  adopted.  The  first  spelling  the  child  now 
does  is  upon  the  slate,  in  copying  words  in  script, 
from  the  blackboard.  The  resnlts  here,  as  elsewhere, 
confirm  the  theory  of  the  most  experienced  educators 
that  the  object  and  word  method  of  teaching  begin- 
ners to  read,  with  the  constant  exercise  in  writing,  is 
the  best  means  of  making  good  spellers.  In  arithme- 
tic there  is  much  difference  in  the  character  of  the 
work  done  in  the  various  schools.  While  in  some  too 
much  time  was  devoted  to  the  text  book  and  too  little 
to  drill  outside  of  it,  in  others  most  of  the  examples 
given  were  prepared  by  the  teachers  themselves  for  a 
special  purpose,  and  suited  to  the  progress  of  their 
classes.  In  primary  schools  particularly  should  haste 
be  made  slowly,  and  it  is  poor  policy  to  teach  how  to 
use  thousands  and  millions  till  the  pupils  can  accu- 
rately and  rapidly  perform  all  the  fundamental  opera- 
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tions  with  small  numbers.  Many  scholars  go  through 
the  arithmetic  who  cannot  add  with  certainty  and 
rapidity  a single  column  of  figures.  Rapid  drill  for  a 
few  minutes  each  day,  if  practiced  in  all  the  grades 
of  the  primary  and  grammar  schools  would  produce 
results  that  would  appear  almost  miraculous  to  the 
uninitated.  At  the  close  of  the  year  a new  feature 
was  introduced  in  the  form  of  a written  examination 
for  admission  to  the  grammar  schools.  The  result  in 
most  of  the  schools  was  unexpectedly  good,  particu- 
larly so  in  language,  which  combined  writing,  spelling, 
punctuation,  and  the  proper  use  of  capitals;  and 
teachers,  who  had  doubted  the  result,  found  that  their 
classes  had  succeded  beyond  their  anticipations  It  is 
believed  that  if  this  plan  is  adhered  to  the  grammar 
schools  will  be  greatly  benefited  as  well  as  the 
primary.  In  April,  the  school  department  was  de- 
prived of  the  services  of  an  excellent  and  faithful 
teacher  l)y  the  resignation  of  Miss  Carrie  M.  Clem- 
ent, principal  of  the  Bromfield  street  primary  school. 
Miss  Cora  B.  Lougee,  her  assistant,  was  promoted  to 
the  principalship,  her  place  being  filled  by  the  election 
of  Miss  Abbie  L.  Frost,  as  assistant.

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EVENING  SCHOOLS. 

During  the  wiutei*  of  1886-1887  an  evening  school 
was  established  in  the  Temple  street  school  house, 
but  after  a few  sessions  the  number  of  scholars  be- 
came so  small  that  it  was  decided  to  close  at  once. 
Although  properly  it  belongs  to  next  year’s  repoit,  it 
may  not  be  amiss  to  state  that,  in  compliance  with  the 
law,  evening  schools  have  again  been  opened  at  the 
same  place.  The  school  committee  feeling  that  some 
})lan  must  be  adopted  which  would  secure  good  oixler 
and  regular  attendance  determined  to  issue  tickets  for 
admission.  All  desiring  to  attend  could  secure  tickets 
by  depositing  one  dollar  in  the  case  of  males  and  fifty 
cents  for  females,  this  money  to  be  refunded  at  the 
close  of  the  term  to  those  who  had  complied  with  the 
rules  of  the  school.  If  any  were  unable  to  afford  the 
small  fee  required,  a satisfactory  reference  was  ac- 
cepted instead.  So  far  this  system  has  worked  ad- 
mirably, the  best  of  order  having  prevailed  both  in 
and  about  the  school. 


EXAMINATION  OF  TEACHERS, 

On  Wednesday,  April  13,  four  young  ladies  pre- 
sented themselves  for  examination.  Three  of  these. 
Miss  Annie  B.  Merrill,  Miss  Eleanor  J.  Towle,  and 
Miss  Alice  M.  Paul,  having  successfully  passed  the 
examination,  were  granted  certificates  as  teachers. 
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ONE  SESSION, 


In  March  last  an  arrangement  was  made  with  the 
Fire  Department  to  have  the  tire  alarm  sounded  at 
fifteen  minutes  before  12  to  give  notice  when  one  ses- 
sion of  the  primary  and  the  grammar  schools  was  to 
be  held.  Since  that  time  there  has  been  only  two  oc- 
casions when  the  weather  has  rendered  it  advisable  to 
keep  but  one  session.  > 


COST  OF  TEXT  BOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES, 

By  the  law  which  went  into  effect  September  1st, 
1884,  all  text  books  and  stationery  used  in  the  schools 
are  supplied  at  the  expense  of  the  city.  The  school 
committee  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  merits  or  de- 
merits of  this  plan.  The  consequence  has  been  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  yearly  school  expenses. 
The  first  cost  was  of  course  large,  as  books  were  worn 
out  or  new  ones  introduced,  additional  outlay  was 
necessary.  The  average  life  of  books  in  use  at  school 
varies  greatly;  those  used  by  young  children  last  but 
a short  time,  while  those  used  by  older  pupils  gener- 
ally wear  several  years.  Taking  all  together  as  one 
whole,  the  average  time  of  duration  has  been  put  by 
different  authorities  at  from  three  to  four  years.  Not 
only  books  must  be  supplied,  but  slates,  pencils,  pens, 
paper,  ink,  and  everything  that  is  needed  for  school 
work.

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and  supplies  since  the  law  went  into  etfeet  is  hei*e 
given :

The  sum  expended  for  books  and  supplies  in  any 
one  year  does  not  always  show  the  actual  cost  of  sup- 
plying the  schools  for  that  year,  as  the  amount  left  in 
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the  agent's  hands  may  not  be  the  same  as  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year.

By  frequent  and  careful  examination  of  these  books 
which  should  certainly  be  as  often  as  once  each 
month,  teachers  will  be  able  to  secure  better  treat- 
ment of  them  by  their  pupils.  And  here  is  an  admir- 
able opportunity  to  combine  moral  instruction  with 
pecuniary  benefit  to  the  public.  Let  the  children 
learn  that  public  property  is  as  sacred  as  that  belong- 
ing to  the  individual,  and  that  it  is  just  as  dishonest 
to  injure  or  deface  a book  belonging  to  the  city  as  it 
would  be  if  it  was  the  property  of  a private  person. 
If  the  books  at  the  close  of  each  session  are  always 
neatly  and  carefully  placed  in  the  desks,  if  scholars 
are  not  allowed  to  lean  with  their  elbows  upon  them, 
and  if  a new  book  is  demanded  of  the  parents, 
whenever  one  is  wilfully  injured,  much  may  be  done  in 
saving  expense  to  the  city  and  in  training  the  pupil 
in  habits  of  honesty  and  economy.  During  the  year 
past  a number  of  parents  have  been  called  upon  to 
replace  books  injured  by  the  scholars,  and  in  most  in- 
stances have  cheerfully  complied. 
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Laws  of  the  State  as  to  Attendance  of  Children  and  their  Ern- 
jyUyyment  in  Manufactories. 

1st.  All  children  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  are 
required  to  regularly  attend  school,  and  parents  who  neglect  to 
send  their  children  are  liable  to  a line. 

2d.  No  child  under  ten  shall  be  employed  in  any  manufactory, 
at  any  time. 

3d  No  child  under  twelve  shall  be  so  employed  on  any  day 
when  schools  are  in  session. 

4th.  No  child  under  fourteen  shall  be  so  employed,  except  in 
vacations,  unless  he  has  attended  school  twenty  weeks  within  the 
year  next  preceding  and  can  read  and  write  in  the  English  lan- 
guage. 

5th.  No  minor  who  cannot  read  and  write  in  the  English  lan- 
guage, shall  be  so  employed,  unless  he  is  an  attendant  of  a day 
or  of  an  evening  school  when  such  such  schools  are  held. 

6th.  All  children  under  sixteen,  employed  in  manufactories, 
must  have  certificates  of  age  and  birthplace,  signed  by  some  one 
authorized  by  the  school  committee. 

The  laws  regarding  the  atteiidance  of  children  at 
school,  and  their  employment  in  manufactories  are 
substantially  as  given  above.  But  few  cases  of  tru- 
ancy are  reported  by  the  teachers.  These  generally 
originate  in  the  indulgence  Dr  neglect  of  parents; 
very  rarely  does  a child  begin  to  play  truant  till  he 
has  first  acquii’ed  a distaste  for  school  by  frequent  ab- 
sence for  trivial  causes.  The  worst  effect  of  such 
absences  is  not  the  lost  ground  in  his  studies,  but  the 
loss  to  the  character  of  the  child.  This  is  where  we 
generally  overlook  the  great  work  which  the  schools 
are  quieth^  performing;  not  the  instruction  in  arith- 
metic, reading,  writing,  etc.,  but  the  work  of  controll- 
ing the  child  till  he  acquires  the  habit  of  governing 
himself;  the  gradual  formation  of  habits  of  industry 
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and  application  till  such  habits  become  pleasant  and 
natural.  The  child  that  does  not  attend  school,  or  at- 
tends irregularly,  loses  this,  and  in  place  acquires 
habits  of  indolence,  self-indulgence  and  vice.  The 
restraint  of  the  school  vrhich  is  so  irksome  to  the 
street  boy  is  one  of  the  advantages  which  the  regular 
attendant  receives,  and  which  usually  results  in  mak- 
ing of  him  a useful  and  law-abiding  citizen.
